The  Orchid  Gladiolus 


This  is  a  seedling  originated  by  our  Mr.  A.  R. 
Sprague,  and  has  been  tested  over  a  period  of  six 
years  and  remains  true  to  type. 

Blossoms  from  bulbs  one  inch  and  over, 
range  in  natural  spread  of  petals  from  four  to 
six  inches,  with  four  to  five  flowers  open  at  one 
time.  It  has  a  wiry  stem  and  holds  up  well  as  a 
cut  flower. 

The  flower  is  so  different  from  the  usual  type 
of  Gladiolus  that  a  floret  worn  upon  a  lady’s 
dress  would  generally  be  mistaken  for  a  Cattleya 
Orchid. 

At  the  California  Gladiolus  Association  Ex¬ 
hibition,  1927,  a  special  award  was  given  this 
flower  as  “A  NEW  and  beautiful  TYPE  of 
Gladiolus”  for  it  resembled  no  other  variety  in 
the  show  and  was  distinctly  the  novelty  of  the 
Exhibit. 

A  Florist  who  paid  $100.00  for  a  bulb  three 
years  ago,  writes:  “It  is  absolutely  a  new  and 
very  beautiful  type  and  extremely  well  adapted 
to  Florist  work.  While  it  will  not  stand  ex¬ 
treme  sun  heat,  if  cut  when  the  first  floret  is 
opening  it  opens  out  most  beautifully  and  stands 
the  heat  of  Exhibition  Hall  remarkably  well.  A 
basket  of  it  always  draws  a  crowd.” 

A  new  type  or  species  is  seldom  developed  in 
any  flower  and  in  Gladioli  there  are  very  few, 
hence  the  “ORCHID”  is  a  most  important  ad¬ 
dition  to  this  most  popular  flower. 

As  it  is  a  new  form  of  gladiolus  there  is  no 
class  for  it,  but  Chas.  E.  F.  Gusdorf  writes  that 
if  scored  as  a  grandiflorus  it  rates  92%  by  A.  G. 
S.  scale.  Extremely  few  reach  this  mark.

These  we  have  in  pink,  white,  rich  vermilion  and  butter¬ 
cup  yellow,  clear  self  colors  except  “Exquisite,”  which 
combines  two  shades  of  pink.  We  have  a  very  small  stock 
of  these  as  yet,  but  we  will  release  a  few  of  the  first  one 
developed — “Exquisite,”  at  $25.00  per  bulb.  This  was 
shown  for  the  first  time  at  the  “Biltmore  Show,”  Los 
Angeles,  1928,  and  was  very  greatly  admired.

THE  ORCHID  GLADIOLUS  AGAIN 
The  dainty  beauty  of  this  remarkable  flower 
is  but  poorly  shown  by  the  half  tone  cut. 

The  color  is  so  exactly  what  such  a  shape 
should  have  that,  while  we  have,  by  crossing 
this,  developed  several  other  colors  with  the 
same  shape,  they  are  not  so  beautiful  as  this.
